Transpositions 
in the translation are also found here in the original.

supported by the Versions, &c. — [] calls attention to transposed passages, ¢. g. 20 
wy 45,6, the traditional position of the words in the Received Text being marked 
by [{] while the transposed words are enclosed in [ ]. In cases where two or 
three consecutive words are transposed the traditional sequence is indicated by 
x23 &c. respectively prefixed to the individual words (e.g. y 46,5). Hopelessly 
corrupt passages are indicated by +++4+, while asterisks * * * * point to Zacune 25 
in the original. 

The /7¢/es of the Psalms (including historical and musical notices), as well 
as 75d and other Uiturgical formule (e. g. 25,22) have been printed in RED, also 
the acrostic letters in the alphabetical Psalms (9.10.25 .34.37-111.119.145), the 
doxological subscriptions at the close of the first four books (41,13;72,18; 89,52; 30 
106,48), and the headings (jw 15d &c.) indicating the traditional division into 
five books. None of these elements (the acrostic letters, of course, excepted) 
formed a part of the original text of the Psalms to which they are attached. 

The Ancient Versions are referred to in the /Vofes under the following 
abbreviations: #1 = Masoretic Text; 6 = LXX; € = Targum; %= Peshita; 35 
£=Vetus Latina; 3 (z. ¢. St. Jerome) = Vulgate; A = Aquila; © = Theodotion;

(A), 6S = Sinaiticus (&), 6V = Vaticanus (B). It has not been deemed necessary 
to classify all the divergences exhibited by the Ancient Versions. As a rule, 
only those variations have been recorded on the authority of which an emen- 40 
dation has been adopted by the editor of the text.

“Opinion regarding the expression mbypm ww (120-134) is very much divided. 
The rendering of 6 Wd) TWv avapabubv (I canticum graduum) gives no light;

according to the idea of the later Jews, these songs were sung. ‘This view, 
however, must be rejected as untenable for external as well as internal 
reasons. The explanation of GESENIUS, according to which the name is 
supposed to allude to a peculiar rhythm, prevalent in these songs, which pro- 
gresses step by step, is equally improbable. So much is certain that this sup- 
posed peculiarity is by no means common to all the songs, and, moreover, that 
it re-appears quite frequently in poems not in this collection. Other commen- 
tators, following a well-known use of the verb ny, translate the title by
